EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

23. (Currently Amended) The apparatus as claimed in claim 22 wherein the 
acquired ECG signal data has been obtained from an ensemble of orthogonal leads is 
operable such that the QT interval is determined by a first point of intersection. 

40. (Canceled) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-39 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon review 
of the closest relevant prior art, the Examiner was unable to find any method that 
detects the intersection of a first ECG wave and a second inverted ECG wave and then 
uses the intersection to obtain an accurate reading of a QT interval of an ECG signal. 
The art found that is most relevant to Applicant's invention teaches signal separation to 
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detect intervals, but the methods rely solely on a single waveform not an intersection of 
two waveforms, wherein one is inverted. 

4. The most relevant art found is as follows: Xue et al. (5,792,065); Guerrero et al. 
(6,370,423); Mlynash et al. (6,615,075); Guerrero et al. (2002/0138013); Guerrero et al. 
(2004/0059203).
